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WATERLOO. 


War and politics are great baptizers of inconsiderable localities. 
They atone for the parsimony of Nature, and impart celebrity to 
spots upon the habitable globe which she has neglected. A battle 
and a treaty are to insignificant villages and narrow streamlets 
what a cataract isto Niagara and a volcano to Portici. Who 


would ever have heard of Utrecht or 'Tilsit? of Minden or So- 


braon? of the Granicus or the Nive?. but for the contracts en- 


tered into at the two former, and the actions fought by Marl- 


borough, Hardinge, Alexander, and Wellington: at the latter. 


Some spots derive their celebrity from the fact of certain great 
men having first seen the light in their humble precincts ; others 
from the occurrence of a fearful accident, which involved sacri- 
fice of human life; but a battle confers the most durable and profit- 
able honour upon a locality, for thousands of the curious make 
pilgrimages thereto, the better to comprehend the historical de- 


tails and to feed their imaginations with new pictures of the 
events so;studiously and triumphantly recorded. 
Of all the examples of the effect of a sanguinary contest upon 


the reputation of an obscure village, the most remarkable is 


WATERLOO. Neither the dimensions of the field, nor its fertile 


character, nor the numerical extent of the population of the 


adjoining village, nor their agricultural or manufaeturing skill, 


had endowed Waterloo with a greater importance than the other 


hundred thousand! meadows and hamlets scattered over the 
continent of Europe; but the operations of the French and 
British armies in Belgium accidentally brought them into colli- 
sion upon that partieular field, and imparted to it a renown which 
has cast into the shade the glories of Marathon, and Platea, and 
Salamis, and Philippi, and all the other great contests of which 
ancient chroniclers tell. 

It was indeed a heady fight; prolonged and desperate, san- 
guinary and eventful. 'lbe fate of all Europe hung upon its 
issue. The mighty artillerist, the child ofthe Revolution, who had 
in turn prostrated thrones and toppled dynasties ; held vast em- 
pires in thraldom, and trampled upon Liberty; had burst the 
fetters self-imposed at Elba, and renewed his career of devastation, 
his plans of universal dominion. Legitimacy trembled on its un- 
certain seat, Peace saw her brief dominion again menaced by 
the daring soldier-sovereign, who had never held honest terms 
with her throughout his years of power ; Commerce, Agriculture, 
the Arts, all that is fostered into prosperity by the harmonising 


intercourse of civilised man, fled affrighted at the resuscitation of 


the arch-enemy, and, suspending operations, looked on with fear 
and doubt as he advanced with his terrible cohorts. It was à 
frightful crisis. One successful move, and the game was Napo- 
leon's ; one triumphant blow, and all the great work of England 
and her allies, for twenty years, was overthrown. ‘The arm was 
uplifted ; the signal had been given for its heavy fall; Europe, 
alarmed and erouching, prepared to ery for mercy, when WEL- 
LINGTON interposed, and the Goliath was stricken to the earth, 
Not simply was the menaced violence averted ; not merely was the 
ponderous upraised limb hewn and dislocated; the whole frame 
of the insolent and faithless giant was cast upon the ground, 
hacked and pulverised ; his heart crushed ; his spirit scared; and 
all the mighty force called up, as if by magic, in aid of his vast 
schemes, utterly dispersed and annihilated. Never did the God 
of battles so smile upon a righteous cause. Seven and thirty 
years of uninterrupted peace were cheaply purchased by the heavy 
sacrifice of blood, and the vast outlay of treasure incurred in its 
defence, 

And surely it is natural that the recollections of THE Day 
which sealed, at WATERLOO, the pacification of the world, should 
be hallowed by Englishmen, and pleasurably dwelt upon as each 
anniversary recars. The strong feelings of exultation at the 
overthrow of an enemy, the conviction of the great general good 
achieved by the victory, may have subsided or evaporated with 
the lapse of time; but the gallantry of the British army and the 
genius of its still surviving and much honoured chief are the 
themes on which every household dwells on these occasions ; and 
it is pardonable, if not laudable, that some little display of grate- 
ful reminiscence should be attempted. The “ Pictorial Times” 
offers its tribute in a new illustration of the final charge.

Subscribing, as we have said, to this position, we are left the 
choice of distinguishing the thirty-second anniversary of Water-

What numerous 
illustrations of daring, what wonderful proofs of devotion, what 
bright examples of discipline, what striking marks of intrepidity, 
what indubitable evidences of professional Skill, rush upon the me- 
mory, and quicken the pulsation of the heart ! The charge of the

The chairman, in 
the course of his speech, said that the debt of the institution 
amounted to about 3000/., but he hoped, from the known utility of 
the Royal Free Hospital, that that sum would be soon made up, and 
that the institution would be enabled to carry out its objects to the 
fullest extent. The honourable gentleman alluded to the advantages 
which this hospital possessed over all others maintained on the usual 
principles of such charities. Here no letters of recommendation 
were required ; it was sufficient that the poor who stood in need of 
assistance should present themselves at the gate; their necessities 
were a suflicient recommendation, Amongst the subscriptions of 
the evening was 50/. from Sir Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy, Bombay. The 
total subscriptions amounted to about 1100/. 

Ancient Concerts. — The sixth concert took place on Wed- 
nesday night under the direction of the Earl of Cawdor. The selec- 
tion was, on the whole, the best we have had during the present 
season. There were several novelties, and most of these were suc- 
cessful, The concert gave evident satisfaction. ‘The selection was, 
for the most part, intrinsically excellent, and out of the nineteen 
pieces of which it consisted eight were introduced for the first time. 
Nothing was wanted but an additional orchestral piece to render the 
programme unassailable.

THE COUNTRY. 

Suaxsrrare's House. — The present proprietors of the place of 
our great poet’s birth are compelled to sell it, by the terms of the will 
of a former owner. The house isa freehold, and is valued at зоте- 
thing like 2000/. This valuation has been formed on the number of 
visitors. In 1846 it was calculated that something like 2000 people 
had visited the house, though not more than 2500 had entered their 
names in the book kept for the purpose. The house will be sold by 
auction in the course of the summer, and one or two enthusiastic 
Jonathans have already arrived from America, determined to see 
what dollars can do in taking it away, The timbers, it is said, are 
all sound, and it would be no very difficult matter to set it on wheels 
and make an exhibition of it. We hope and trust that no such de- 
secration awaits it. Who!ly irrespective of Shakspeare, as one of the 
few existing examples of an English yeoman's residence of the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, it merits to be preserved and retained among us. 

Слктлзг, — On the 29th of last month Mrs. Thompson, the wife 
of a millwright, Botchergate, died after several days intense suffer- 
ing. Her death being attended with some suspicion, notice was sent 
to the coroner, who summoned a jury, and on their meeting the in- 
quiry was adjourned to enable a chemical analysis to be made of the 
contents of the unfortunate woman's stomach. Dr. Elliott and Mr. 
Mortimer, surgeons, deposed to having detected fifty-one grains of 
arsenic in the stomach of the deceased, which was the cause of death. 
'l'hey also analysed a white powder found in the deceased's husband s 
pocket. It was arsenic. Тһе husband is in custody. They like- 
wise found arsenic mixed with the oatmeal in the house. Several 
witnesses spoke of having heard the deceased complain of the con- 
duct of the prisoner in consequence of his cohabiting with another 
woman. ‘The inquest was adjourned. 

Doncaster. — On Tuesday week one George Burley was com- 
mitted for trial. The policeman on duty went shortly after seven 
o'clock to the upper cell in which the prisoner was confined, when 
Burley complained of being unwell, and at his urgent request was 
allowed to remain in bed some time longer. Instead of locking the 
door Pawson left it open, so that he could come below at his leisure. 
Immediately after the policeman departed this disciple of Jack 
Sheppard got up, and having broken into three pieces the shaft of a 
besom which had been given to hiin for the purpose of cleaning the 
prison-yard, placed them one above another through the iron grating 
in the upper cell. At the bottom of the same grating he had 
threaded a long towel which he had used when washing himself. 
Climbing upon the window of the lower cell he had reached the 
towel, drawn himself up, and Stepping upon the wooden projections 
had got over the spikes at the top of the wall, and made his escape 
into a field adjoining Mr. Earnshaw's factory. When the alarm was 
given a diligent search commenced in the neighbourhood, but with- 
out success. 

Winnsor.—In this town some important changes have been re- 
cently determined on, chiefly to improve the approaches and outer 
works of its magnificent castle, They do not, however, embrace a 
further enlargement of the Home Park, by the removal of Frog- 
more, the pleasure grounds of which would be a natural and very 
desirable a sets to the castle. — A suitable residence for the 
Duchess of.

Yorxsnixe. — WakkriLD. — Thursday ғеппід being the 
weekly meeting of the Friends at their meeting house, George Street, 
was fixed upon as the day upon which Mr, Bright’s marriage with 
Miss Leatham should be solemnised, according to the usual form- of 
that body.

Within a few minutes of half-past 10 the wedding party arrived, and 
immediately took the seats apportioned to them, The whole com- 
pany sat for about three quarters of an hour in perfect silence, when 
Mr. Bright arose, and taking the right hand of Miss Leatham, pro- 
nounced in a low, but distinct voice, the following words :—'* Friends, 
I take my friend, Margaret Elizabeth Leatham, to be my wife, and 
promise by divine assistance to be unto her a loving and faithful hus- 
band until it shall please God to part us by death." : 

Bari.—4An extensive fire broke out on Saturday morning last, 
upon the premises of Mr. Long, silk mercer, in the Abbey Church- 

ard. Before the fire could be put out, the building, with the whole 
of the valuable trade stock, was reduced to ashes. 

Lrwzs.— The train leaving Hastings on Monday morning at half- 
past seven a.m., when between Lewes and Falmer was retarded by 
the slippery state of the rails on the incline. An assistant engine 
was sent after it, which running up to the train too quickly caused а 
concussion, Several passengers received bruises, and some were cut 
on the forehead. 1 

Wotveaton. — On Tuesday the coroner's investigation concerning 
the death of the seven persons who lost their lives on the London and 
North Western Railway, on the 5th inst., was resumed. Fossey, the 
constable, was brought up iu custody of the local police. After evi- 
dence of а similar character to that already tendered, the coroner 
proceeded to sum up. He said the inquiry was one of national im- 
portance, and it was the duty of the jury to judge whether any person 
was responsible for the deaths of these scven unfortunate persons. 
If they found the sad calamity had resulted from the conduct of any 
individual, they would have to satisfy themselves that there was ma- 
lice either expressed or implied, to sustain a charge of wilful murder 
against such party. Malice expressed or implied was, however, not 
requisite to be proved to constitute a charge of manslaughter. After 
a discussion lasting nearly four hours, the court was again opened, 
and the foreman said, * We find a verdict of manslaughter against 
Bernard Fossey.” He then read the following as the appendage of 
the jury to their verdict : — © hat the jury feel it their duty to ex- 
press that the company ought to be more particular in the selection 
of officers for posts of such importance to the safety of the public as 
the one lately occupied by Bernard Fossey; that Bernard Fossey, 
having turned a train on to the same siding on Monday, May 31, 
contrary to rule, ought to have been dismissed immediately ; and, 
lastly, that every train should have a number of breaks and guards 
proportioned to the size and weight of the train, it appearing quite 
evident to the jury that, had that precaution been taken, the train 
might have been stopped, and thus have avoided the recent awful and 
melancholy catastrophe.” Fossey was conveyed to Aylesbury, there 
to await his trial at the next Bucks assizes ? 

Livgnroor, — The emigrants to America who have left this port 
during the past month, from the 15th of May to the 14th of June, 
amount to about 17,955 adults, exclusive of those зеорје who go out 
by such light craft as do not come l é Emi- 


ration Act. Thi Sd under the provisions of th y 
gration Act. This description of vessels do not carry more than 29] ! 
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adult passengers each (four children to each adult), and in conse- 
quence of this light freight of human beings escape the supervision 
of the government officers. Of these 17,955, about 5785 only have 
gone to the colonies of North America; the remaining two thirds, 
or 11,570, have proceeded to the United States. 

LivrRroor. — There is a diminution in the number of paupers who 
have arrived from Ireland last week. On Tuesday, there were 866, 
and on Wednesday, 493. None of the parties were afflicted with fe- 
ver. Seventy of the fever patients have been removed from the 
town to the Akbar lazaretto. Another relieving officer, Mr. Norton, 
has fallen a victim to the malignant disease introduced amongst us 
by the Irish famine; he died on Wednesday, and has left a widow 
and five young children, Another officer, named Cornett, is also 
laid up by fever. 

On Saturday last, as a train of luggage waggons was descending 
the tunnel between Edge Hill and Lime Street, a rope became en- 
tangled with one of the breaks, and this fastening prevented it from 
having any power upon the stoppage of the train. Accordingly, the 
train came down the tunnel at a tremendous speed, so much so that 
it dashed up against one of the second-class carriages that happened 
to be lying at the lower end of the station, and smashed it to pieces. 
Seeing the velocity with which the waggons were going, and finding 
that the break alluded to was powerless, one of the breaksmen threw 
himself off at the Edge Hill lower end of the tunnel, where the ex- 
cavations are now being made for the enlargement of the station, 
and was dashed against one of the lately blasted rocks. From the 
rock, and by the force of the velocity, he was hurled back against the 
carriages, and the wheels passed over his arm, and ground the bones 
almost to powder. 

Cuestex. — The coroner's inquiry relating to the late loss of life 
by the falling of the Chester and Holyhead ltailway Bridge over the 

ee was resumed on Wednesday, for the fourth time, at the Ex- 
change Hall of this city. Previous to calling witnesses, Sir E. S. 
Walker, the foreman of the jury, asked Mr. Stephenson why he 
adopted timber baulks іп a bridge of thirty feet span, as was the case 
with the one over the King's Ferry, and omitted them in one of 
ninety feet span? Mr. Tyrell put it to the coroner whether the 
question had any reference to the inquiry. Sir E. S. Walker con- 
tended that it had. The coroner thought they had better keep to the 
bridge that had led to the accident. Мг. Stephenson however said 
he was ready to give the fullest explanation. He had nothing to 
conceal. It was well known that their use or omission was a mere 
matter of convenience, and did not affect the security of the struc- 
ture. Mr. J. Tomkinson, merchant, of Liverpool, was then sworn: 
I was a passenger in the train that met with the accident, I was 
sitting in the second compartment of the first class carriage next to 
the tender, To the best of my recollection the sp2ed of the train 
before it got to the bridge was about ten miles an hour, I was en- 
gaged in conversation with one of the passengers, when suddenly our 
attention was drawn to a rumbling as we were crossing the bridge. 
We had apparently got across,when we felt the line giving way from 
under us, and we dropped. ‘The carriage fell on the bank, and 
rolled over several times, stopping on the brink of the river. ‘The 
recson why I think it rolied over is, that I was on my head several 
times. Having no bones broken I got out, and found that all the 
train had fallen through the bridge. Several carriages, wrecks of 
them at least, were lying on the bank, and some immersed in water. 
Seeing a woman struggling [ ran forward, and kept her up till 
assistance came and rescued her. By the coroner: [ do not think 
the accident resulted from any blow on the bridge, for at the time I 
was sitting with my face towards the road. By Mr. Walker: Up to 
the time of the sinking I heard no bumping of the carriage, to show 
that the tender was off the line. ‘There might have been a lateral 
blow given the girder, but I did not hear it. ‘The carriage did not 
fall [sideways, but seemed to go down as the bridge sunk. After 
further evidence the inquiry was again adjourned.

salubrity of air by any within the like distance of the metropolis. 
The object of this meritorious work is to provide a dwelling for 
those members of the fishmongers’ and poulterers’ trades — trades to 
which the public is under much obligation for the care taken by them 
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to cater for its sustenance, who are, from various circumstances, 
unable to procure the comforts of a home for themselves. ‘The aged, 
the decayed, and the destitute will be the chief recipients of its pro- 
tective power; while those members of the two trades who are acci- 
dentally thrown out of employ for a limited period, receive from the 
institution such casual relief as they may appear to require. A 

The members of the trades in question are of course the chief 
contributors of the funds Гог the erection of the edifice. Consider- 
ing however that every separate institution deducts so much from 
the general pressure upon the public pocket, while society at large is 
benefited by the judicious application of its charity, and the country 
honoured and adorned by the noble buildings reared upon its sur- 
face, it is not unreasonably hoped that * others blessed with the 
means of alleviating the accumulated misery of sickness and poverty 
not unfrequently the attendants upon old age, brought to premature 
decay by constant exposure to wet and weather in catering for the 
pleasures of their happier fellow-citizens, may see suflicient reason 
to induce their kind support and generous aid."

THE REVEREND J. A. EMERTON. 


It was mentioned a week or two ago, that certain testimonials to 
the character of the Rev, J. A. Emerton, curate of the parish of 
Hanwell, and master of an, admirable school at Hanwell, had been 
preseuted to him by his parishioners and pupils. - We this day are 
enabled to present drawings of these beautiful testimonials, and we 
do so with the greater satisfaction, because Dr. Emerton appears to 
have fallen a victim to that misuse of patronage with which the 
Bishop of London has on more than one occasion been charged, and 
is therefore eminently entitled to public sympathy. 

It seems that the Rev. Dr. Emerton was appointed curate of the 
parish of Hanwell thirteen years ago, when the late Dr. Walmsley 
was rector. During the whole of that period he conducted himself 
in so active and exemplary a manner, greatly assisting his venerable 
senior, and aiding by personal exertion and outlay in the re-erection 
of the parish church, that he acquired the affection of all the 
parishioners, and it was universally believed and hoped that on the 
death or retirement of Dr. Walmsley, the excellent curate would 
succeed to the rectory. In this, however, they were cruelly disap- 
pointed. When Dr. Walmsley died in January last, the Bishop of 
London at once, and most unceremoniously, gave the office away to 
the Rev. Dr. Clarke, the son of Sir Charles Clarke, Bart., a clergy- 
man to whom it could scarcely have been an object, and who was an 
entire stranger to the parishioners of Hanwell. Dr. Emerton re- 
monstrated, but in vain. The sic volo sic jubeo of the bishop silenced 
the appeals of the humble curate, and a whole parish was grieved and 
wounded, and a worthy man mortified, in order that the claims of 
personal friendship or obligation, as the case might be, should be satis- 
fied. So arbitrary a proceeding could not fail to create a lively sen- 
sation in Hanwell, To attempt to set aside the exercise of episcopal 
authority would have been unavailing. A bishop's power in these 
cases is unhappily absolute. The parishioners and pupils of Dr. 
Emerton, therefore, exerted themselves to mark, in the only method 
open to them, their sympathy, sorrow, and indignation, and the 
splendid testimonials now before our readers are the result. The 
group consists of, first, a magnificent waiter, 18 inches in diameter 
weighing about 100 ounces, on which is the following inscription ; —' 


Presented to the Reverend James Alexander Emerton, D.D., by the inha- 
bitants of Hanwell, as a testimontal of their regard and esteem, and as an 
acknowledgment of the advantages which the parish derived from his ministry 
during the twelve years he acted as curate to the late rector.

At the foot of this waiter is the trowel used in‘laying the found- 
ation-stone of Hanwell New Church, on which is inscribed :— 


This trowel was presented to the Rev. T. T, Walmsley, D.D., rector of Han- 
well, by the committee for building the new church, and used by him in laying 
the first stone, at the request of the parishioners, on the Ist of May, 1841.

Purchased at the sale of the effects of the late Rev. T. T. Walmsley, D.D., 
rector of Hanwell, by the inhabitants, and by them presented as a memorial of 
him to the Rev, J. A. Emerton, D.D., his curate.

In the centre is a superb silver vase, purchased by subscription 
among gentlemen who were formerly Dr. ЈЕ тепоп'з pupils, and 
those at present under his tuition. The weight of it is 110 ounces, 
Around the lid is an egg-and-tongue moulding; the mouth is encir- 
cled with oak leaves and acorns, and within a wreath of the same is 
engraved this inscription :— 


This cup and stand were presented to the Reverend James Alexander Emer- 
ton, D.D., by a few of his former pupils and those at present under his care, as 
a mark of gratitude for his kindness as a friend, and respect for his talent as their 
tutor, deeply regretting bis non-appointment to the rectory of Hanwell, in which 
parish he held the office of curate for twelve years.

On the right is the stand alluded to; and in front of this, a beau- 
tifully designed inkstand, purchased by subscription among the 
former and present domestic servants of Dr. Emerton, and presented 
to him as a memorial of their gratitude and regard. 


On the presentation of the vase and salver, the accompanying ad- 
dress was read :— 


To the Rev. Dr. Emerton. 

Reverend’ and] dear sir, — We are assembled here to-day tor the purpose ој 
Presenting you with a piece of plate, of which we beg your acceptance, as a testi- 
monial of respect and attachment which your pupils have ever entertained 
towards you ; and we are desirous at the same time of giving marked expression 
to our regret that recent events have denied that comparatively private sphere Of 
usefulness which you have so long animated by your virtue, zeal, and intelligenc 
from being enlarged to the spiritual service and welfare of the communit 
amongst whom you have so long resided — “a true labourer in the vineyard” 

And although, sir, we feel that the sentiment which inspires us cannot contro 
the event which we regret, we believe ourselves called upon by public as well as 
private duty to offer you this tribute to your Christiau virtues and private 
worth. 

It would be an agreeable task, sir, for your pupils to dwell at length on those 
amiable qualities, and on those facilities of imparting knowledge, which rendered 
the period of their youthful studies a time of pleasurable'acquirement ; but they 
decline a task which might invite them to expressions of partial praise ; they are 
content to unite in the prayer that you may long continue to enjoy the esteem 
which you have never failed to receive wherever your influence has been felt and 
your worth has been known; and that you may continue, under Divine Pro- 
vidence, in the enjoyment of health and happiness long to dispense (in whatever 
situation you may occupy) those blessings, and to diffuse those truths which you 
have illustrated so well by your precept and example. And these, sir, are the

COLONIES, 

New Zeavann papers arrived on Monday, the latest date extend- 
ing to the 6th of Feoruary. ‘They merely notice the progress of af- 
fairs in Auckland, where capital and credit, it is stated, were fast 
increasing. Governor Grey, assisted by his lady and a number of 
missionaries, had given a feast to upwards of 300 of the natives. 
* After the entertainment,” says the * New Zealander” of the 30th of 
January, “three of the chiefs addressed his excellency, in reference 
to the letter of Te Rangihaeta. ‘They positively declared they should 
have nothing to do with him, but be one with the governor and the 
Pakehas. 

Самара. — The governor.general has issued an order admitting 
American wheat and maize into that province without the payment 
of duty; also an order permitting American boats and vessels to 
yass down the St. Lawrence, from Fort Covington, on the Salmon 
бег. to Sorrel, and thence up the River Richelieu to Champlain, 
and vice versa, upon the payment of the usual tolls and dues payable 
upon British vessels. ‘The opening. of the navigation this year has 
been rendered dangerous by the large quantities of ice that the spring 
vessels have encountered on their voyage out. It is to be feared that 
this prolongation of the usual confinement on shipboard will have an 
injurious effect on the emigrants. ‘I'he accounts already received 
are dreadful. About 150 deaths on the passage had been already 
announced; forty or fifty dying infone ship; and to-day we have'the 
further disastrous news that seventy deaths have occurred on board

тега. — At Stewart's Island, December 7, 1846, the Forti- 
tude barque, of Hobart ‘Town, Captain Bailey, one month out, clean; 
lowered after a large sperm whale off Solanders Island on the even- 
ing of the Sth, and killed him, but lost sight of the barque, so re- 
mained by the whale all night. At daybreak the weather was very 
bad ; they saw the ship to leeward, distance three leagues. Captain 
Bailey left the whale with the two boats, with the intention of going 
on board, When within 300 yards of the vessel, a sea broke into the 
boat and capsized her. ‘They saw this accident from the ship, but 
lost their presence of mind, and were consequently unable to render 
any assistance. As soon as the mates arrived alongside with the 
whale, the people on board informed them of the accident, but knew 
not where to direct them in search of the captain. When at last 
they did find the boat, the captain was delirious and nearly dead, and 
dreadfully bruised, having been in the water three hours. All the 
rest had perished ; singular to say, the captain was the only man in 
the boat who could not swim, She was spoken off the Solanders, 
January 11. 1847, the captain able to go in his boat. 
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Fnaxcr, — One of the results of the London protocol for an 
armed intervention in the affairs of Poitugal is a secret agreement 
between the l'rench and Spanish governments, to the effect that the 
place of the Spanish troops despatched into Portugal shall be sup- 
plied, if necessary, in the north of Spain, by a French corps d'armée 
of equal strength, which shall occupy Navarre and the Basque pro- 
vinces, and hold the fortresses of Pampeluna and San Sebastian. 

"l'he'dexterous management of M, Guizot has extricated him from 
all embarrassment on the Portuguese question in the Chamber. 
The debate upon it, postponed till Monday, on the plea of the ne- 
cessity for due preparation, was preceded by the arrival of the report 
of Friday’s debate in the House of Commons. ‘This, of course, 
rendered the debate in the Chamber on Monday a lifeless affair, 
The speech of M. Guizot, in reply to M. Crémieux, was another 
parliamentary failure of the minister, who seemed himself to be con- 
scious of it. ' It fell cold on the ears of the house, already tired of 
the subject and the session, 

Sparn.—The Spanish troops are already on the Portuguese terri- 
tory. 500 men of the Spanish army passed the frontier on the 2d 
inst., entered Valenza, and were about to be followed by а much 
larger force under Brigadier Lersundi. ‘hat corps d'armée, united 
with the Queen of Portugal's troops, will completely free the pro- 
vince of Tras-os. Montes from the Miguelites and revolutionists, by 
combining their operations with those of the troops who are to enter 
by Castille, "The soldiers, who entered „by Galicia, have already 
completely routed the Portuguese, by forcin; them to raise the siege 
of the important fortress of Valenza, , Twelve companies of the re- 
giment of America and three companies and a half of the regiment 
of Bourbon, headed by the captain- general of Galicia, first entered 
the Portuguese territory. The Portuguese effected their retreat 
towards Coura, re-assembled on the evening of the 3d to the right, 
and entered Villanova, whence they all departed for Corunna, ‘the 
Portuguese had eight or nine killed; and several carts of maize, arms, 
and military clothing were captured, | 

The Madrid journals of the 9th instant State the difference be- 
tween the Queen and her husband remain in the same unsettled 
state, Some sensation had been created by an article of the 
“Tiempo,” positivel stating that the Queen was strongly opposed 
to a marriage with her cousin Don Francisco, and that it was only 
with great reluctance, and after Breat resistance, that she consented 
to it. The“ Tiempo” is said to be under the influence of some 
members of the government. This is the first time that a Spanish 
journal has ventured 10 speak of a Circumstance which, however, was 
very well known. There was a report at Madrid on the 9th that the 
Queen of Spain had talked of abdicating, but from what is said of 
her character she is not a woman to give up the game in this way. 

Porrugar. — A telegraphic despatch from Oporto, received in 
Lisbon on the 8th inst., announces that on the preceding day the 
members of the Junta had communicated to the British consul their 
willingness to accept the proffered convention, and make their sub. 
mission accordingly, but that not having received any definitive 
answer from him they have resolved to send the Marquis de Loule

THE WEEK. 

At the close of last week, great expectation was entertained that 
the discussion upon the question of intervention in the affairs of 
Portugal would damage the ministry, and give confidence to their 
foes. Mr. Hunie began the attack with more vigour than usual 
on Friday, others following up the assault on Monday and Tues- 
day, while Lord Stanley, in the Upper House, opened a fire upon 
the Government on the latter evening. Ministers did not appear 
to enter very warmly upon their own defence; and, indeed, ex- 
cepting that two languid apologies were made by Mr. Macaulay 
and Lord John Russell, they scarcely answered their opponents 
at all. Lord Palmerston was studiously silent. What would 
have been the issue of the debate in the House of Commons, it is 
difficult to say, for it never came toa head. The House was 
counted out after Sir Robert Peel had made a speech “ acquitting 
the Government of unnecessary interference.” And in the House 
of Lords, Lord Stanley’s motion, involving а censure upon Minis- 
ters, was defeated by a considerable majority. Nevertheless, 
Ministers have acknowledged that they are bound to see the 
rights and liberties of the Portuguese people secured ; and Lord 
John Russell has stated that he has just received despatches, from 
which he learns that the Government of Portugal is prepared to 
extend a full amnesty to all the prisoners lately taken by the 
British naval force. 

A public meeting has been held to promote the erection of a 
monument to commemorate the introduction of printing into 
England, and in honour of William Caxton, the earliest English 
printer. Noblemen, littérateurs, publishers, printers, and biblio- 
polists are forward in this matter; and as а general committee 
has been formed to carry out the object, We dare say something 
will be done. We hope the subscription will be large enough to 
enable the committee to resolve on erecting some edifice, or 
founding some institution that shall be serviceable to decayed 
printers, giving it Caxton's name, by way of identifying his 
memory with a work of practical benevolence. Mere busts and 
statues, however closely they may resemble the original (and of 
Caxton, we fear the “ effigies” are very doubtful), are unsatisfac- 
tory mementos. At all events, while the claims of destitution and 
decay are unanswered, it would be wasteful and absurd to bestow 
money upon the employment of the sculptor in the merely orna- 
mental part of his labours,

In Parliament, too,*the ground is being further broken. Mr. 
Trelawney on Tuesday brought forward a'motion — 


That one mode of diminishing the present pressure would be to 
commence a gradual abolition of all restrictions on banking; that 
this would relieve a considerable uantity of that part of the capital 
of the country which consists of ‘wold unnecessarily locked up in 
the coffers of banks on account of the arbitrary limitation of issues, 
and the want of a similar denomination of paper currency suitable to 
the purposes of retail exchange, — |'hat all promises, not fraudulent 
or otherwise immoral, ought to be allowed by law, whether promises 
to pay gold or other commodities ; and that any state interference, 
devised for ihe purpose of influencing the terms of promises with 
reference to the ability of parties to keep “them, only weakens the 
force of the qualities by means of which men protect themselves, 
whilst such interference is costly, inconvenient, and void of real 
security. ‘That, whilst the issue inconvertible paper would be no 
remedy for the present pressure, and would be miscnievous in itself, 
any hope of checking speculation in one particular direction would 
be illusory, because there would still be wanting à power of pre- 


venting the diversion of capital into other foreign and domestic 
channels.

NEW AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


Ir is a common observation that the English, with all their 
vaunted superiority, are sadly at fault in the vitally important 
matter of systematic education. It is only within the last few 
weeks that they have ‘entertained the question of educating their 
poor. For the Bar, we qualify our sons through their stomachs, 
making a certain number of dinners eaten in a certain locality the 
test of their fitness to be summoned to forensic duties. For the 
Church, we deem a university course of gaiety, diversified by the 
classics, a sufficient preparation; and for the Army and Navy, we 
hold money in the one case, and interest in the other, to be 
abundant qualifications. As for Agriculture — the twin sister of 
Commerce — we have never deemed her worth a thought. The 
farmer teaches his sons to read and write, and then sends them 
into the fields to learn the rest; and although the school may be 
good enough for a few practical ends, we think it is unnecessary 
to tell the reader that young Hawthorn very seldom, under such a 
system, learns more than the rude peasantry who handle the 
plough, mow the meadows, and reap the corn. We have com- 
menced a reform in some of the branches of education affecting 
the liberal professions ; let opportunity be taken of improving the 
amount of our agricultural knowledge. This opportunity now 
offers. An agricultural school is about to be established at Kim: 
bolton, under the auspices of some of the first men and landlords 
in this country, including the names of the Dukes of Manohester 
and Bedford, the Earls of Fitzwilliam and Sandwich, Lords St. 
John and Alford, Messrs. Pym, Rust, Heathcote, and: Veasey, 
where everything will be taught that the farmer ought to know. 
We quote from the prospectus : — 


The theoretical department will embrace, together with the neces- 
sary preliminaries, the most approved method of keeping farming 
accounts, land surveying, the rudiments of agricultural chemistry, 
lectures on the veterinary art, so much of the science of geology 42 
will give an insight into the theory of draining; entomology, so far 
as to give the habits of those insects which prey upon farm produce ; 
vegetable physiology, so far as is necessary to unfold the functions of 
plants; and the theory of mechanics, as applicable to agricultural 
implements and to the erection of farm buildings. 


The terms of teaching are very low, and boys above twelve 
years of age are to be eligible. We shall watch the progress of 
this institution with interest and attention, and shall be happy to 
report the result of our inquiries to the readers of the “ Pictorial 
Times.”

LAMENTABLE Occurrence. — Оп Thursday, the 28th ult., an ac- 
count reached Bathurst, New South Wales, that Mr. John Stewart, 
nephew of Major General Stewart, of Mount Pleasant, had died 
from exhaustion in the bush. It appears that he had left the Lach- 
lan district in company with three men, to cross to the Murrum- 
bidgee, to endeavour to select a cattle station; that after being some 
days on their journey they came to a desert spot, and were three days 
without water; one of the horses died, and another went mad and 
was killed, the party drinking the blood of the animal. Mr. Stewart 
shortly afterwards became delirious, and in that state died. ‘Two of 
the men made their way back to a station on the Lachlan ; the other 
man remained with Mr. Stewart until his death, and then with much 
difficulty made his way back to the Lachlan, and reported the circum- 
stance to Mr. Beckham, the commissioner for that district, who im- 
mediately went in search for the body. As soon as the account 
reached Bathurst, Mr. Neil Stewart, brother of the deceased, left 
Mount Pleasant with the same object. 

A Poacuxkx's Trar.—A gentleman, with the view, it was sus- 
pected, of introducing the poachers to the constable and the convict 
gaol, applied to purchase a pheasant, the best from the preserves over 
which they occasionally exercised unlicensed surveillance. Price 
was agreed on, and money paid; but as secresy 18 the soul and safe- 
guard of such transactions, he was taken to a darkened corner, and 
the bird, warranted fine in flesh and beautiful in plumage,{cautiously 
stowed away in his capacious pocket.

Joun Foaxman.—In 1843, Mr. Watson commenced а full-sized 
portrait statue of this great sculptor. The clay model was so highly 
approved by a number of noblemen and gentlemen, that they opened 
n subscription, and formed themselves into a committee for the pur- 
pose of making the model a permanent marble statue, ‘Ihe clay has 
been transformed to plaster, and considerable progress has been made 
in the marble. ‘The likeness of Flaxman is said to be good, and the 
sitting attitude easy and graceful. : 

‘Tne Fixe Актв,— Lord Ward has just completed the purchase of 
the pictures bought in by the Prince Canino at the Cardinal Fesch's 
sale two years ago, namely the Rembrant, St. John Preaching in the 
Wilderness; a ltaphacl, in his very early manner, The Saviour on 
the Cross, ; a beautiful Teniers, The Saviour crowned with Thorns; 
and a celebrated picture by Fra Bartolomeo, Angelica da Ficsole, re- 
presenting the Lost and Saved. ‘The first of these (one of the finest, 
if not the very finest, work of Rembrandt) was strongly pressed upon 
the attention of the French government, who were advised to offer 
4000/. for its acquisition, Upon the Prince Canino's buying the last, 
the late Pope congratulated him upon being the owner of so great a 
treasure in art. 1t isthe intention of the noble purchaser to exhibit 
next year all the works of art he has become possessed of during his 
lengthened stay abroad, amongst which are the celebrated Madelaine, 
by Correggio, and two frescoes by the same artist.

Many as are the institutions devoted to the spreading of a proper 
knowledge of the fine arts, and a just taste among the masses, they 
have hitherto failed in the capital conditions of cheapness and popu- 
larity.

There are few names amongst the enterprising wanderers in Pa- 
lestine which stand so high as that of Rae Wilson, author of these 
agreeable volumes, Whether for the value of the information he has 
collected, the soundness of his commentaries, or the entertaining 
character of his adventures, this work is without a rival, Unlike mo- 
dern tourists, who think their duty to society and to themselves ful- 
filled if they present a common- place itinerary, embellished with a few 
personal adventures and superficial observations, Dr. Rae Wilson has 
treated each yard of ground as consecrated by

and, with due reverence, dwells upon all the great mysteries and mar- 
vellous occurrences which marked the sojourn of our Saviour upon 
the earth, ‘This is the third edition of the work, in itself a test of its 
great merit. Certainly, Гог comprehensiveness of intelligence and 
affluence of illustration, 1f. on no other ground, these Travels may 
fairly be adopted as standard works, and placed on the shelves of 
every man who wishes for a trustworthy book of reference. A pious 
tone pervades Dr. Wilson's pages, and he loses no opportunity of 
manfully denouncing usages, European as well as Oriental, which 
are, in his judgment, repugnant to the spirit of Christianity. 

Dr. Rae Wiison inscribes his booktto the memory of the late Duke 
of Kent, from whom he experienced great kindness. He commends, 
in different parts of his book, those traits in the public life of the 
father of our gracious Queen which were of national advantage, and 
sketches his character with no less truth than justice.

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MAXWELL'S LIFE OF THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON.

Following what we conceive to be the practice of many of our 
readers upon the anniversary of ** Waterloo," we have deemed it 
incumbent upon us to turn to what we account the best historical 
narrative of the career of the Duke of Wellington, and refresh our 
souvenirs of the mighty deeds performed upon “ (ће great, the event- 
ful day" of June, 1815.

compilation of events is as succinct as his commentaries are judicious, 
and his use of dispatches prudent and intelligent. And to ада to 
the attraction of his work, the illustrations abound, and there is no 
lack of excellent maps of the various actions which eventuated in 
victory to the British arms. In a former number of this paper we 
offered so complete a review of the principal features of: this excel- 
lent work in question, that it is not necessary for us.to'say more upon 
the present accasion, than that on each fresh perusal we find fresh 
reason to laud the author's conscientious ратова трапа the lucid 
arrangement of his materials.. The reader knows at once where to 
lay his finger upon a particular event, and it is impossible to open a 
page without finding some matter of interest and entertainment. Tt 
will be appropriate to the day, and. in. keeping with the-rest- of our 
paper, if we occupy a couple of pages with random extracts chrono- 
logically descriptive of the duke's professions life. , 

His grace began his career in India, under his late brother, the 
Marquis of Wellesley, then Earl of Mornington, The earl was bent 
upon destroying the power of "'ippoo Sultaun. 


Convinced by every circumstance, that Tippoo was only mancuvring to gain 
time, to enable him to receive the assistance and supplies promised by the 
French Republicans, Lord Mornington continued his preparations for war, and 
applied himself assiduously in strengthening his former alliances with the Nizam 
and the Peshwah. Ina fresh treaty with the former, conditions offensive and 
defensive were included ; and it was especially stipulated that the French mer- 
cenaries, who officered the army of the Nizam, should be immediately dismissed, 
Although the demand was acceded to, its execution was attended with consider- 
able difficulty. Buta mutiny having broken out among the sepoys, the object 
was cleverly effected. ‘ A moveable column was despatched from Fort William, 
reached Hyderabad by forced marches, and, assisted by the Nizam’s cavalry, 
surrounded the infantry, arrested the officers, and disarmed the sepoys." This 
successful blow annihilated the French influence in the Carnatic; and the in- 
telligence of Nelson's glorious victory, which reached Calcutta on the 3186, re- 
lieved the governor-general from all apprehension of the Sultaun receiving 
assistance from abroad. His preparations to take the field were now nearly 
completed ; and after waiting in vain for a satisfactory answer to his remon- 
strance, the army was ordered to advance,—a step preparatory to a formal 
declaration of war. Lord Mornington, in person, repaired to Madras, to be in 
more immediate communication with General Harris,—the scene of operations 
having been already selected, and no alternative left but an appeal to the sword. 


General Harris marches on Seringapatam, and the following isa 
true sketch of the amount of an Indian force ; — 


The progress of the grand army was, from many causes, necessarily. slow. 
The bullock department was found. quite unequal to the duties of the commis- 
sariat; which, trom the enormous number of camp followers attached to the 
army of the Nizam, amounting to 20,000 Brinjarries, and at least as many ser- 
vants, required such a supply of stores and provisions to be brought forward, as 
far exceeded the means of transport the greatest exertions could procure. ‘This 
host of noncombatant attendants, with the immense quantity of baggage which 
an Indian army carries with it when it takes the field, not only embarrassed the 
marching of the troops, but required careful dispositions to cover it, when 
moving through a wooded country so favourable to desultory attacks. 


named after the form of their waistcoat or hat. Worse epithets described many 
of the minor chiefs ; truculence and spoliation obtained them titles ; and, strange 
as it may appear, the most ferocious band that infested Biscay was commanded 
by a woman, named Martina. 80 indiscriminating and unrelenting was this 
female monster in her murders of friends and foes, that Mina was obliged to 
direct a force against her. She was surprised, with the greater part of her ban- 
ditti, and the whole were shot upon the spot. 

Of all the guerilla leaders, the two Minas were the most remarkable for their 
daring, their talents, and their successes. The younger, Xavier, had a short 
career ; but nothing could be more chivalrous and romantic than many of the 
incidents that marked it. His band amounted to a thousand—and with this 
force he kept Navarre, Biscay, and Arragon in confusion; intercepted convoys, 

levied contributions, plundered the 
custom-houses, and harassed the 
enemy incessantly. The villages 
were obliged to furnish rations for 
his troops, and the French convoys 
supplied him with money and am- 
munítion. His escapes were often 
marvellous. He swam flooded 
rivers deemed impassable, and 
climbed precipices hitherto wn- 
traversed bya human foot. Near 
Estella, he was forced by numbers 
to take refuge on a lofty rock ; the 
only accessible side he. defended 
till nightfall, when, lowering him- 
self and followers by a rope, he 
brought his party off without the 
loss of a man. 

“ This was among his last ex- 
ploits; for, when reconnoitring 
by moonlight, in the hope of cap- 
turing a valuable convoy, he fell 
unexpectedly into the hands of an 
enemy’s patrol, Proscribed by the 
French as a bandit, it was sur- 
prising that his life was spared ;

T wo batteries were thrown up during the night in a situation to enfilade and 
take in reverse the defences of the town. “This in the loose sand was a most 
ditlicult work, and the fire of the enemy was directed with great precision to in- 
terrupt it; four sentinels were killed in succession through one loophole. The 
only eminence from whence artillery could be brought to bear directly on thetown, 
though still about a hundred feet below it, was above the convent, and almost ad- 
joining its walls. Here a battery was erected; the covered way to it passed 
through the convent, and the battery itself was constructed in a thickly peopled 
burial-ground. A more ghastly circumstance can seldom have occurred in 
war ;—for coffins and corpses in all stages of decay were exposed when the soil 
was thrown up to form a defence against the fire from the town, and were used, 
indeed, in the defences ; and when a shell burst there, it brought down the living 
and the dead together. An officer was giving his orders, when a shot struck the 
edge of the trenches above him; two coffins [slipped down upon him with the 
sand, the coffins broke in their fall, the bodies rolled with him for some distance, 
and when he recovered he saw that they had been women of some rank, for they 
were richly attired in black velvet, and their long hair hung about their shoulders 
and their livid faces. The soldiers, in the scarcity of firewood, being nothing 
nice, broke up coffins for fuel with which to dress their food, leaving the bodies 
exposed ; and tillthe hot sun had dried up these poor insulted {remains of hu- 


manity, the stench was as dreadful as the sight.” 


But though once checked, the confidence of Wellington in his 
army was unimpaired.’ 


The Spaniards had already gained a reputation for efficiency at Vittoria, andin 
the combats of the Pyrenees it was gallantly sustained. The Portuguese had 
long since been accounted “ worthy to stand side by side with a British regi- 
ment,” and they vindicated that character most gloriously. With the English, 
a superiority over every continental army was established for assaulting or as- 
sailed, they had proved themselves unconquerable. Well might Wellington 
afterwards declare, that “ with the army which had crossed the Pyrenees, he 
could do anything, or go anywhere." Born in different lands, upon the battle- 
field national distinctions were forgotten, and Britain was the only country. The 
old English battalions fought as if their own Black Edward was looking on—the 
Scottish fully supported their well-earned reputation — and that noble corps, the 
92d, “whose stern valour would have graced Thermopylæ,” was principally 
composed of Irishmen. From the same ranks, the cheer, the slogan, and the 
hurrah, thundered their bold defiance —and like their badges wreathed upon 
their colours, the spirit of three islands was blended into one. Yes, centuries 
will pass—but when will such an army, and under such a leader, be embattled ? 


" The unreturning brave.” 


We hastily quit Spain to turn to the ever fresh and welcome pages 
consecrate to Waterloo: The story of the scene in the ball-room at 
the Duchess of Richmond's is well told by Maxwell. 


“ The second courier arrived from Blucher before twelve o'clock on the night 
of the 15th, and the despatches were delivered to the Duke of Wellington in the 
ball-room of the Duchess of Richmond. While he was reading them, he seemed 
to be completely absorbed by their contents; and after he had finished, for some 
minutes he remained in the same attitude of deep reflection, totally abstracted 
from every surrounding object, while his countenance was espressiva of fixed 
and intense thought. Не was heard to mutter to himself —* Marshal Blucher 
thinks, — ‘It is Marshal Blucher’s opinion ;' — and after remaining thus ab- 
stracted a few minutes, and having apparently formed his decision, ho gave his 
usual clear and concise orders to one of his staff-oificers, who instantly left the 
room, and was again as gay and animated as ever; he staid supper, and then 
went home.” 

But before the ball had ended, the strains of courtly music were 
drowned in the louder ** note of preparation." ‘The drum had beat 
to arms, the bugle sounded ‘the assembly," and the Highland bag- 
pipe added its wild and martial summons to the field. All were al. 
ready prepared, all were promptly under arms — and the 5th division 
filed from the Pare with the corps of Brunswick Oels, aud directed 
their march through the forest of Soignes. 

Eight o'clock peeled from the steeple clocks; all was quiet — the 
brigades, with their artillery and equipages, were gone—the crash of 
music was heard no longer—.the bustle;of preparation had ceased—and 
an ominous and heart-sinking silence succeeded that noise and hurry 
which ever attends a departure for the field of battle. 


Enough is said of the great battle elsewhere. We bring 
our extracts to an end with what proved the final close of 
the whole war in Europe. 


After dark, on the 20th, Napoleon reached the capital, accompanied 
by his brother Jerome, Count d'Erlon, and a small stat!— and occu. 
pied the Palais de l'Elysée. The night was consumed in numerous 
consultations with his friends, and in framing the bulletin of a battle, 
which had laid France “ bare and defenceless, and placed her at the 
feet of her enemies," But what counsels could devise measures to 
counteract a misfortune which all admitted to be irremediable ? 
What address could stimulate «nation to fresh exertions, on whom 
such terrible calamities had fallen ? “The ruin was so sudden, and 
so complete, that the most vigorous mind could not grapple with it. 
There was no proceeding, which ingenuity could devise, or zeal could 
execute, that presented the slightest chance of suecess. Submission 
—unreserved and absolute submission — was all the conquerors had 
left them. In vain did Napoleon demand men and money, Where 
were they to be had ? The people would not rally round tha fugitive, 
and the greater part of his old army was annihilated. With 60,000 
disciplined troops, he was now to meet the shock of confederated Eu. 
Tope—for at Waterloo he had encountered little more than its ad- 
vanced guard." ‘The only alternative left was an abdication ; aud on 
the 22d of June, Napoleon formerly renounced the throne in favour ot 
the King of Rome, and a provisional government, consisting of Fouche, 
Caulincourt, Carnot, Grenier, and uinette, was nominated. 

But this conditional resignation met a furious opposition from the 
Chamber of Peers, Fierce and inconclusive debates resulted — days 
passed—the allies were approaching the capital — and it was commu« 
nicated ta Napoleon that while he remained in Paris, there was no 
chance whatever of pacific arrangements being effected with the al- 
lied monarchs, On these representations the ex-emperor consented 
to withdraw. On the 29th, he quitted his capital for ever, and re. 
paired to Rochefort, after having in vain applied to the Victor of Wa- 
terloo for a passport to enable him to proceed to America. In idle 
projecta to effect an escape from France, and elude the vigilance of 
the British cruisers, a short time was consumed ; but, despairing of 
success, ће surrendered himself to the protection of an English com- 
mander, and was eventually conveyed to that lone and cheerless ig. 
land, where a career closed in solitude and captivity, whose noontide 
lustre had, meteor-like, been dazzling as evanescent. 

The convention having been ratified, on the 4th the posts of Nauilly 
and St. Denis were given up to allied detachments. The French 
army marched in the direction of the Loire; and on the 6th, the barriers of the 
capital were occupied by the confederates. On the 7th, the white standard of the 


Bourbons горіасец the tri-coloured banner of Napoleon — and on the next day 
Louis X VIII. re-entered Paris, and the strange history of “the hundred days " 


ended with a general peace. 


Thus we bring to a conclusion our condensed summary of the 
stirring incidents in the tented field, that characterised the active ca- 
reer of the Duke of Wellington. Subsequently to 1815 happily his 
talents and experience have been directed to more peaceable, but not 
less momentous, exertions in the cause of his country's welfare.

FETE AT APSLEY HOUSE. 


The ceremony of christening the infant daughter of Lord and Lady 
Charles Wellesley took place at noon on: Monday, in the private 
chapel in Buckingham Palace, in the ‘presence of the Queen and 
Prince Albert, the Duke of Wellington, Lerd and Lady Charles 
Wellesley, the Marquis and Marchioness of Douro, the Right Hon. 
Henry Pierrepont, the Lady and the Lord in Waiting, and the 
Equerries in Waiting to her Majesty and Prince Albert. The in- 
fant was named Victoria Alexandrina, The sponsors were her Ma- 
jesty the Queen, the Marchioness об Douro, and the Marquis of 

òxeter. The ceremony was performed by the Hon. and Rev. C. 
Leslie Courtenay, assisted by the Rev. Gérald Wellesley. 

The Duke of Wellington gave a princely féte to the Queen and 
his Royal Highness Prince Albert the ‘same evening, at Apsley 
House. 
intimated to the noble duke her gracious pleasure to stand sponsor to 
the infant daughter of Lord and Lady Charles Wellesley. The Duke 
of Wellington invited the several members of the royal family and a 
distinguished circle to meet the Queen at the sumptuous entertain- 
ment which preceded the musical reception, the banqueting table 
being laid for about forty guests, ‘The full band of the Grenadier 
Guards (the Dake’s ма) wag stationed in the vestibule, and 
performed a variety of airs. Her Majesty and Prince Albert arrived 
at half-past seven, and as ‘the royal carriage drove in the court-yard, 
was warmly cheered by the populace congregated in Piccadilly. “The 
Duke of Wellington was in waiting to welcome his Sovereign, and 
after a cordial greeting, the Queen resting on «ће arm of the vener-
